During  the  1974  session,  the  Montana 
Legislature  passed  HB-774  which  est- 
ablished a  temporary  State  Commission 
on  Local   Government. 

Nine  Representatives  introduced  the 
bill  which  provided  for  the  Governor 
to  appoint  nine  persons  to  the  Com- 
mission with  a  budget  of  $200,000 
for  operations.

Persons  wishing  to  file  for  a 
study  commission  must  do  so  by 
August  1,  1974.  Names  will  be 
on  the  ballot  for  the  November 
5,   1974   general   election. 

Representative  Kosena  sponsored 
HB-805  which  was  passed  by  the 
1974  session  of  the  Montana 
Legislature.  This  law  sets  up 
the  guidelines  for  local-  gov- 
ernment  study   commissions.

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mCCY  TRMSERRED  TO  SRS 


By  Executive  Order  on  April  23,  1974,  the  Montana  Advisory  Council  on 
Children  and  Youth  (MACCY)  was  continued  to  February  10,  1976  *vrl  trans- 
ferred from  the  Governor's  Office  by  Governor  Thomas  L.  Judge  to  the 
Montana  Department  of  Social  and  Rehabilitaion  Services  (SRS) .  Under 
the  Executive  Reorganization  Act  of  1971 ,  the  Governor  must  approve 
the  continuation   and  transfer  of  state  advisory   councils. 

The  purpose  of  MACCY  is  to  advise  in  the  following  areas:  (1)  Building 
programs   and  recommendations   for  action  regarding  major  issues  con- 

cerned with  children  and  youth;  (2)  Stimulating  better  cooperation  and 
coordination  among  agencies ,   organizations   and  groups   concered  with 

children  and  youth;  and  (3)  Facilitating  widespread  involvement  with 
children  and  youth  issues  through  implementation  of  local,  district  and 
regional   workshops. 

Theodore   Carkulis,    Director  of  the  Montana   Department  of  Social   and   Re- 
habiliation  Serivces   will    make   future   appointments    to    the  Montana 

Advisory   Council   on   Children   and  Youth. 


HACCY  CONVENES  IN  BITTE 


On  May  10-11,  1974  MACCY  met  in  Butte  to  consider  the  effects 
of  recent  changes,  the  proposed  Core  Group,  modernization  of 
local  government,  and  the  "Towns  of  Tomorrow"  project .Twenty  - 
six  persons  participated.
